Mow Ihe joysticH in any of tfie eight directions lo I ravel over I he stale popu- 
lace. You erase each figu re lhal you snake hands with. You can not travel over 
an erased hgure 

You gain additional popularity when you collide wit nan Issue character that 
•on haVD selected You lose popularity when you collide win fin issue char- 
acter thai you did nol laleci. e.g., if you are for iisuo number Ihrw. you gain 
when you collide with ittn normal three nnd lose when you collide with Ihe 
inverse three.
